So  far  as  the  presidential  address  required  by  By-Law  is  to 
be  a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  Society  for  the  past  twelve 
months,  it  must  obviously  bear  a  close  resemblance  to  the  like 
addresses  which  have  preceded  it.  For  in  a  Society  of  this 
nature  the  happenings  of  a  year  are  not  apt  to  be  numerous,  nor 
are  they  apt  to  differ  very  much  from  those  of  any  other  year. 
We  have  gone  our  way  quietly,  and  the  year  has  passed,  and  now 
we  are  to  tell  its  modest  story. 

MEETINGS    AND    PAPERS 

As  usual  we  have  maintained  our  monthly  meetings,  except 
during  the  summer.  The  papers  read  have  been  varied,  in  some 
cases  of  purely  local  interest,  in  others  of  a  more  general  char- 
acter. At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  year,  held  December  16, 
1918,  Professor  Wilbur  C.  Abbott  of  the  University,  one  of  our 
members,  read  the  paper,  taking  for  his  subject,  "Colonel  John 
Scott  of  Long  Island,  i6^(  ?)-i696."  It  was  a  fascinating 
account  of  a  most  remarkable  character,  whose  activities  were 
extensive  and  varied,  if  not  always  beyond  question.  The  paper 
has  since  its  reading  appeared  in  book  form.  January  20,  1919, 
Meigs  H.  Whaples,  Esq.,  of  Hartford,  read  a  paper  entitled 
"Colonel  Return  Jonathan  Meigs."  It  was  the  story  of  one  of 
Mr.  Whaples'  ancestors,  a  brilliant  revolutionary  soldier,  and 
one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Ohio.  On  the  evening  of  February 
17,  1919,  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Beardsley  in  a  paper  entitled  "Hezekiah 
Augur :  Woodcarver,  Sculptor,  Inventor,"  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Society  the  life  and  work  of  a  representative  of  one 
of  our  well-known  New  Haven  families.  The  speaker  for  the 
evening  of  March  17,  1919,  was  George  S.  Godard,  Esq.,  of 
Hartford,  State  Librarian.  He  gave  a  most  interesting  and 
instructive  account  of  the  varied  work  which  is  being  done  in 
the  State  Library,  with  particular  reference  to  the  work  of  pre- 
serving and  cataloguing  Probate  Records.  "The  Beginning  and 
Progress  of  Education  in  Connecticut"    was  the  subject  of  the 
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paper  read  by  John  M.  Holcombe,  Esq.,  of  Hartford,  on  the 
evening  of  April  21,  1919.  The  paper  sketched  entertainingly 
the  rise  of  the  colleges  within  the  State,  also  the  older  schools. 
Eugene  DeForest,  Esq.,  occupied  the  evening  of  May  19,  1919, 
in  the  explanation  of  his  collection  of  Pewter,  which  had  been 
recently  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  Society's  rooms.  I  shall  have 
more  to  say  of  this  exhibition  in  a  moment  or  two.  At  our  last 
meeting  of  the  year,  held  October  20,  1919,  the  Hon.  Simeon  E. 
Baldwin  read  a  paper  entitled  "The  Three  Earliest  New  Haven 
Architects."  The  men  of  whom  he  spoke  were  Ithiel  Town, 
David  Hoadley,  and  Peter  Harrison.  The  paper  gave  a  most 
interesting  story  of  their  life  and  work. 

It  is  fitting  that  we  should,  at  this  point,  express  our  gratitude 
to  those  who  have  shared  with  us  the  results  of  their  labors,  and 
have  given  us  an  insight  into  the  mysteries  of  some  particular 
subject  in  which  they  were  specially  interested.  The  field  of 
local  history  has  been  well  worked  over,  and  there  are  not  many 
spots  remaining  untouched  to  invite  the  interest  of  the  historian 
or  the  antiquarian,  and  so  we  may  count  ourselves  fortunate 
when  some  subject  of  local  interest  is  brought  to  our  attention.

Of  this  number  one  was  a  life  member  and  Director,  Ruther- 
ford Trowbridge.     The   Society  sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  his

death.  He  came  naturally  by  his  interest  in  this  Society,  for  his 
father  was  instrumental  in  its  organization,  was  one  of  its  first 
Directors,  and  sometime  Vice  President.  Mr.  Trowbridge  was  a 
public-spirited  citizen,  and  everything  that  pertained  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  city  deeply  concerned  him.  And  he  was  always 
ready  and  willing  to  help  whenever  and  wherever  he  could.  He 
gave  of  his  time  and  thought  to  the  affairs  of  the  Society.  His 
official  duties  in  it  were  conscientiously  performed.  We  shall 
miss  his  genial  presence,  his  wide  sympathy,  his  keen  interest. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  John  T.  Manson  there  was  taken  from 
us  one  who  in  sundry  ways  was  ever  doing  good.  The  Church 
of  which  she  was  a  devoted  member  was  nobly  sustained  in  its 
work,  not  alone  here  in  New  Haven  but  throughout  the  country, 
by  her  splendid  love  and  generosity. 

Our  list  includes  both  men  and  women  of  the  type  who  con- 
tribute to  the  strength  of  a  community.  I  might  speak,  perhaps 
ought  to  speak,  of  each  one  separately,  but  the  list  is  so  long 
that  time  will  hardly  permit  that.  I  am  privileged  to  say,  how- 
ever, that  we  are  grateful  for  their  association  with  us  in  this 
Society,  and  that  it  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  see  their  names 
removed  from  the  roster  of  our  members  to  appear  there  no 
more. 

ANCIENT    RECORDS    VOLUME 

It  is  with  very  great  satisfaction  that  I  report  the  publication 
of  the  second  volume  of  our  Ancient  Record  Series.  It  has  just 
come  from  the  press.  The  Records  are  those  of  New  Haven 
from  the  year  1662  to  1683-84.  Again  the  Society  is  indebted  to 
Mr.  Dexter,  who  has  edited  the  volume  and  furnished  it  with  a 
very  complete  index.  There  is  yet  one  other  volume  of  the  New 
Haven  Records  which  ought  to  be  published  before  we  turn  to 
the  Records  of  the  other  towns  of  the  Colony.  When  we  shall 
be  in  a  position  to  add  another  volume  to  our  Series  is  extremely 
problematical,  but  we  have  made  a  beginning  in  a  work  which 
ought  to  be  enlarged  as  the  years  go  on,  and  which  will  be  of 
great  value  to  those  who  for  one  reason  or  another  are  called 
upon  to  consult  the  early  Town  Records. 

DEFOREST  PEWTER  COLLECTION 

Early  in  the  year  Mr.  Eugene  DeForest,  one  of  our  members 
and  Directors,  suggested  that  if  place  could  be  found  for  the 
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suitable  exhibition  of  his  collection  of  pewter  he  would  be  glad 
to  loan  it  to  the  Society.  After  careful  consideration  of  the 
matter  it  was  decided  to  place  it  in  the  Directors'  room,  which 
was  thoroughly  put  in  order  to  receive  it.  Mr.  DeForest  at  his 
own  expense  had  spacious  and  substantial  cases  made  for  it. 
The  case  in  the  room  below,  which  contained  many  interesting 
pieces  loaned  by  Mr.  DeForest  some  years  ago,  has  been  taken 
up  to  the  Directors'  room,  thus  bringing  all  the  pewter  together. 
There  are  about  six  hundred  separate  pieces,  and  they  are  all 
finely  displayed.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  our 
appreciation  of  this  valuable  loan,  and  we  are  grateful  to  Mr. 
DeForest  for  placing  it  on  exhibition  where  it  may  be  enjoyed 
by  all  who  will  come  to  view  and  study  it. 

Pardee's  old  morris  house 
Last  spring  the  old  Morris  House  at  Morris  Cove,  which  was 
left  to  the  Society  by  William  S.  Pardee,  was  turned  over  to  the 
Society  by  the  executor  of  his  will,  with  a  statement  of  the  prob- 
able income  available  for  its  maintenance.  As  yet  no  definite 
plans  have  been  formulated  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
the  will  regarding  the  use  of  the  house.  Steps  ought  to  be  taken 
immediately  to  put  it  in  charge  of  a  House  Committee  which 
shall  have  complete  supervision  of  it,  and  do  whatever  is  neces- 
sary to  open  it  to  the  public,  if  not  this  winter,  at  least  early  in 
the  spring.  There  are  things  to  be  done  involving  considerable 
expense,  and  while  during  the  summer  and  fall  I  have  authorised 
minor  expenditures  as  they  have  been  called  for,  I  have  not  felt 
disposed  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  approving  any  very 
large  expenditures.  We  ought  to  adopt  a  policy  with  regard 
to  the  house.  If  it  should  be  our  policy  to  make  it  a  true  expo- 
nent in  the  way  of  furnishings,  and  I  see  nothing  in  the  provi- 
sions of  the  will  to  prevent  it,  of  the  days  of  its  building  and 
greater  glory,  then  we  should  adhere  to  that  policy,  and  as  time 
goes  on  endeavor  to  gather  within  its  walls  the  things  which 
shall  take  the  mind  back  to  Revolutionary  and  pre-Revolutionary 
days,  and  give  us  a  picture  of  the  life  and  customs  of  that  period. 
There  is  a  chance  here  for  much  work,  for  expert  knowledge, 
for  good  judgment.  For  my  own  part,  I  should  like  to  see  the 
old  house,  so  interesting  in  all  its  details,  and  so  well  restored, 
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a  rich  museum  of  the  things  that  naturally  belong  to  it,  that  will 
add  to  and  not  detract  from  its  associations  and  its  quaintness. 
But  this  is  a  matter  that  will  be  worked  out  by  those  more  compe- 
tent to  deal  with  it  than  I  am.  The  point  that  I  would  urge  is 
that  we  should  adopt  some  policy  and  adhere  to  it. 

In  this  connection  I  would  say  that  through  the  kindness  of 
Mrs.  Caroline  M.  Smith  of  Willimantic  and  Mrs.  Hatheway  of 
Windsor,  two  old  portraits  have  been  presented  to  the  Society. 
They  are  the  portraits  of  George  Hatheway  and  his  wife  Lorinda 
Morris.  She  was  born  in  the  old  Morris  house,  and  was  mar- 
ried there.  The  portraits,  when  restored,  will  find  a  permanent 
abiding  place  in  the  old  house.  As  associated  with  members  of 
the  Morris  family  of  Revolutionary  days,  they  certainly  have  a 
historical  and  sentimental  interest. 

But  my  report  of  the  year's  record  is  ended.  One  could  wish 
that  it  showed  more  accomplished  than  has  been.  One  could 
wish  that  it  were  possible  to  accomplish  more  than  it  is.  There 
are  some  things  that  might  be  done,  that  ought  to  be  done.  We 
are  confronted  with  the  fact  that  our  space  is  limited.  And  yet 
there  is  a  steady  stream  of  interesting,  if  not  always  valuable, 
things  coming  to  us,  as  they  should,  but  it  is  quite  impossible  for 
us  properly  to  display  them.  Many  of  the  cases  are  a  jumble  of 
heterogeneous  things,  and  it  is  the  fault  of  no  one,  but  merely  the 
result  of  an  attempt  to  get  the  things  which  we  possess  into 
view.  It  is  a  question  in  my  mind  if  it  would  not  be  better  to 
go  through  the  cases  and  select  the  more  important  and  interest- 
ing things,  and  tastefully  display  those,  withholding  the  other 
things  until  such  time  as  we  are  able  to  command  more  space. 
But  this,  of  course,  is  something  of  a  task,  and  it  is  one  which 
calls  for  the  right  kind  of  judgment. 

I  trust  that  no  one  will  think  that  in  speaking  thus  I  am  deal- 
ing too  cavalierly  with  some  of  the  relics  in  our  Cabinet.  It 
certainly  is  not  my  intention  to  do  so.  This  Society  should  be 
more  and  more  the  depositary  of  anything  which  illustrates  our 
local  history.  We  should  here,  by  means  of  the  things  preserved 
from  out  of  the  past,  present  a  picture  of  the  life  and  customs 
of  a  day  which  has  gone  forever.  It  is  true  that  our  name  is 
the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society,  and  that  might  seem 
to  limit  our  interests,  but  we  left  colonial  bounds  behind  long 
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ago,  as  was  inevitable.  If  among  the  objects  desired  for  our 
collections  are  relics  and  memorials  illustrating  local  and  Ameri- 
can history,  then  the  field  is  broad  and  ever  broadening,  for, 
locally  and  nationally,  history  is  ever  in  the  making. 

And  a  Historical  Society,  unless  it  is  fixed  in  a  mould,  should 
preserve  the  sacred  memories  and  associations  of  every  period 
of  our  national  life,  as  that  period  takes  its  place  in  the  great 
unbroken  chain  of  history.  What  we  do  to-day  becomes  history 
to-morrow.  It  is  only  a  question  of  its  receding  far  enough  into 
the  past  before  it  becomes  that  kind  of  history,  which,  by  its 
relics  and  memorials,  we  are  eager  to  illustrate  and  remember. 

We  are  moving  out  into  new  and  strange  days.  We  know 
not  the  history  that  shall  be.  But  the  history  that  is,  that  we 
do  know.  The  deeds  of  our  forefathers  are  on  the  record.  May 
the  history  of  the  future  be  as  worthy  to  preserve  and  remember 
as  is  that  of  the  past.

Constitution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.     Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen : 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 
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Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars ;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven ;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting ;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


B^Xaws 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid. 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 
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III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
logue   all    books,    pamphlets,    manuscripts    and    other    articles 
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deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society ;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition 
of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 
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XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  i.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations. 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 


Objects  Desired  for  the  Society's  Collections 


i.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military  rolls, 
deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses,  or 
public  corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven, 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which 
illustrate  local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention 
of  this  committee. 


Needs  of  the  Society 


i.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler,  Bowers,  and  Sizer  funds,  which 
produce  an  income  of  $580  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing 
a  regular  revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library, 
though  larger  funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  Gen- 
eral Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests. 

3.  An  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Society. 
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
